Luperci and .dressed in Ioin« 
cloths made from the hides of 
goats, ran tbrough the 
stadiums and, using slender 
thongs also fashioned from the 
animal skins, lightly flogged 
the audiences gathered for the 
festivities. . ا‎ 

Dr Ritterson says in a letter 
to the New England Journal of 
Medicine today that brucellosis 
—the bacterial disease dis- 
covered in Malta, in 1887, by 
Şir David Bruce—is spread in 
just this way from goats to 

lumans: by .contact with the 
skins of freshly kilJed animals 
carrying the disease. 0 

The symptoms of brucellosis 
are identical with Jovesickness : 
depression, loss of weight, 
general malaise, aching, dizzie 
ness, insomnia, and a rise in 
body temperature at night. It 
can even be fatal through endo. 
carditis, heartbreak. 

What clearly must have hap» 
pened, Dr Ritterson says, bis 
tongue not entirely out of his 
cheek, is that many Luperci in 
ancient Rome went down with 
brucellosis shortly after the 
celebrations. The sickness be- 
came associated with luper« 
calia. . 2 

The Christian festizal of St 
Valentine, which began after 
his death in the’ third century, 
was celebrated on the day be- 
fore Lupercalis and brıtcellasis 
became mixed up with thwarted 
Jove,

They are estimated at £25,000. 

After the ruling, the NCCL 
said it would be Jodging an 
appeal with the European Com” 
mission oo Human. Rights „and 
launching an urgent appeal for 
funds. The order had put it ir 
“an extremely serious financ”- 
ial positioi ”. 

‘Lord. Diplock, who, with 
Lord Keith of ‘Kinkel and 
Roskill, upheld the court of 
appeals ruling agaiust Miss 
Harman, held that a solicitor’s 
undertaking not to use dis 
covered documents for any 
purpose other than that action, 
did not varish just because the 
documents were .read out in 
open court. 

But in a strong dissenting 
judgment, Lord Scarman and 
Lord Simor of Glaisdale said 
there was no justification for 
“what appears to us to be a 
dîsecriminatory and unneces- 
sary exclusion of the litigant 
and his solicitor” from the 
right to make greater use of 
the documents, in the way that 
everybody else could, and 
exercise a fundamental free- 
dom. 

Lord Diplock also made a 
distinction between the kînd of 
reporter who might be allowed 
fo see documents once read 
out in court. These fell .irıto 
two categories, he said. 

There were those working for 
the law reports and general 
reporters “ whose mêrier is to 
produce” fair and accurate, 
although it may be much 
condemned, contemporaneous 
accounts of what happened in 
the course of the day’s pro- 
ceddimgs in court”, But the 
journalist, Mr David Leiga, 
then of The Guardian, to whom 
Miss Harman . disclosed the 
bundle of Home Office docu- 
ments, was rot a press reporter 
of either of those kinds, Lord 
Diplock said.

Sadat prisoners 
to be freed 


Cairo. — The state council 
has ordered the immediate 
suspension of the late Presi- 
dent Sadat’s order last Sep- 
tember jailing 1,536 people as 
part of a drive against 
“confessional sedition”. 

The move was expected to 
lead to the rapid release of 
1,054 people still detained. At 
the same session, the council 
rejected an application to 
repeal Mr Sadat’s decision to 
remove from office the 
Coptic Pope, Shenoda III.

Sir, Though TI wish them well in 
their battle for more subsidy — 
they are indeed, in my view, 
underfunded I have beer 
concerned over the ‘last two 
weeks by press reports of the 
Royal Shakespeare „ Company 
comparing our larger Arts Coun- 


' ci grant with theirs (The Tines, 


February 3). Because the two 
companies ‘are so different — in 
their aesthetic, in the way they 
are housed, and in, the way they 
are administered these com- 
parisons are meaningless and 
could, if they are continued, 
cause bad blood. I respect the 
reasons why my friend and 
colleague Trevor Nunn has felt 
camrclled to put on his boxing 
gloves. But am sufficiently 
stung to put on mine too for & 
moment. 

The.RSC well understand why 
our grant is the larger of the two. 
We bave to pay a year for 
our building before anything is 
put on its stages; they have ıo 
such cost, nor will they at the 
Barbican. We operate a continu- 
ous world repertoire in all our . 
three theatres; their Stratford 
work is seasonal and ed on 
one author. They have about 25 
per cent more seats than we have 
and therefore a larger potential 
box office revenue. More than 
half their entire operation is in 
the’ country where coşts are 
considerably lower than ir the . 
capital. We do a t deal of 
acnual touring, only partly paid 
for by extra grant (five months in 
the regions last year); the RSC do 
far less. 1 

That this country has rot one 
but two national companies is a 
great blessing. The consequent 
artistic rivalry, a key factor in 
the artistic. health of both, is 
good and necessary. A dog-fight 
about our finances is not. Î hope 
1 have not contributed to it with . 
this letter. I write it only because 
the position from the National 
Theatre’s point of view should be 
on record.

From the Bishop of Durham: 
Şir, I would like to draw 
attention to a further cause for 
concern about possible exten- 
tions in the technique of in vitro 
fertilization. One effect of ad- 
vances in the tecknolo, of 
reproduction (if I rnay call ıt that) 
has been to create a steadily 
widening gulf between the physi- 
cal processeş of reproduction and 
their normal emotional and’ 
personal concomitants. This is 
worrying, because the close link 
between the physical and the 
personal is a distinctive feature 
of our humanity. In simple 
terms, human beings should be 
conceived, and born, and brought 
up in love. The fact that this does 
not always happen is no reason 
for condoning gratuitous threats 
to the ideal. © 
As things stand at present, .the 
new techiques may belp to 
strengthen marriages and permit 
love to achieve a physical 
outcome which would otherwise 


have been frustrated. Under the. 
pressure of personal necessity, 


the gulf to which I refer can be 
bridged by the strong desire and 
commitment of the couple con- 
cerned. It is when we contem- 
plate the next step, however, 
towards ovum and sperm banks, 
frozen emi s, proxy parents, 
and heaven knows what beyond, 
that the gap between what is 
technically possible and what is 
humanly desirable begins to look 
alarming. The further the origin 
of human life is removed from a 
fully humar and personal con- 
text, the greater is the threat to 
human tesrity. 

In your din, 5 article you 
refer to the B0 lems experi- 
enced by individuals who do not 
know their genetic parentage. I 
suspect there may be equally 
serious problems for a society in 
danger of losing its sense of the 
close conmexion between genetic 
and personal relationships, and 
between the creation of new life 
and the loving intimacy in which 
it ought to happen.

t to see what was possible 
ir animals, including cryo-preser- 
vation of embryos, might one day 
be used to man’s advantage? 

It is from the latter standpoint 
that the whole issue should be 
considered. The profession could 
have taken advice from interested 

rties, including lawyers, theo- 
gians and the public, rot least 
of all from infertile patients, 
whose aspirations seem to have 
been glossed over. In vitro 
fertilization could ther have been 
implemented in a rational way 
rather having Its very 
performance questüiored by over- 
reactive outbursts. Rightly or 
wron| some infertile couples, 
disabled by their problem, as- 
sume some members of our 
profession consider therm last. 

Your well balanced leader 
(February 10) mentioned the 
rights of an embryo and the 
question of legitimacy status. 
Lawyers. have discussed some of 
these issues but there have been 
no collaborative attempts to 
formulate a working policy that 
would apply to e different 
practical possibilities of embryo 
transfer. If a fertilized is 
deemed a potential person, how 
should we consider the preven- 
tion of an embryo successfully 
implanting each month in a 
woman using an intrauterine 


device? 
Even legitimacy laws concern- 
irıg natural conception seem 


confusing since a child born to a 
married couple would appear to 
have legitimate status even if the 
husband was unknowingly not 
the biological father. What rights 
does such a child have to know 
irs biological father?

Doctors active with this work 
are concerned with ethics as they 
wish to protect their patients.
